“A mile and a half from the Foun­ 
tain Hotel, and easily reached bv bi­ 
cycle, touriet wagon, or by walking, 
lies a hidden basin fall of nature’s 
capricea. At the entrance, as if on 
guard, stands the immaculate White 
Dome. As one approaches, he almost 
expects to be cballanged aud asked 
for a countersign. If such challenge 
is given, it is in a curious fashiou, m 
the form of a geyser eruption, for 
the white dome is a geyser. It is not 
unlike the Castle Geyser, or the White 
Pyramid of the Upper Geyser Basin. 
The geyser is a very white rather 
dome-shaped mound, built up from 
the secretions of its waters, ana is the 
most conspicuous feature of the local­ 
ity. Is is perhaps 25 feet high, with 
a circumference at the base of 75 or 
100 feet. Its eruptions come at inter­ 
vals of from twenty to forty-five min­ 
utes, being somewhat irregular, and 
the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

After a rainy night, fine 
weather prevailed. 
The streets of 
Peterhof 
were crowded from 
early 
morning 
and were gay with 
court 
equipages which were constantly dash­ 
ing through them with richly attired 
personages, who were on their way to 
the 
landing stage, which was 
gor­ 
geously decorated for the occasion. 
At I) o’clock in Hie morning a sema­ 
phore 
message announced that 
the 
French squadron 
was thirteen miles 
distant, and a cossack was immediate­ 
ly despatched to convey tin* news to 
the czar at the Peterhof palace. 
An­ 
other and similar dispatch soon 
fol­ 
lowed from Cronstadt, and then tho 
czar 
emerged from the palace, 
< li­ 
ter* d a carriage draw n by two gray 
horses, and drove to the landing stage. 
Ile conversed in French with various 
personages for. a few minutes, and 
then the imperial party embarked on 
board 
tho 
Alexandria. 
The Grand 
Duke Alexis, the high admiral of Rus­ 
sia and uncle of the czar, on board the 
11 isstrola.proceeded ahead. The Grand 
Duke Alexis went alongside the Po­ 
th nan, 
on board of which was 
French president, and welcomed 
latter to Russia in the name of 
c/.a r. 
A large fleet of pleasure steamers 
had by that time assembled iii the 
roads,and the most Intense enthusiasm 
was manifested when the Grand Duke 
Alexis and President Kau re left the 
Pot bunn and proceeded to the Alexan­ 
dria. 
The czar awaited the president 
at the top of the Alexandria's gang­ 
way, and the moment M. Enure set 
foot on the deck of the imperial yacht 
warm embraces were exchanged be­ 
tween 
the czar and the 
president, 
which were the signal for n storm of 
cheering, waving of handkerchiefs ami 
other marks of popular enthusiasm. 
The sailors manned a ship at the same 
time and gave the regulation cheers 
for the czar and his guest. When the 
imperial 
yacht was safely 
moored 
alongside the Jetty, the French presi­ 
dent was the first to land, and the 
band of the imperial gaurd struck up 
the “Marseillaise.’’ The czar followed 
M. Fa tire ashore, and immediately pre­ 
sented his guest to the grand dukes. 
The route to the palace was lined 
with 
troops and lHdiiud the soldiers 
were massed enthusiastic crowds of 
people who were frantic In their ac­ 
clamations. 
Upon arriving at the 
Peterhof 
palace the czar 
presented 
President Enure to the various court 
officials, and then entering a carriage 
his majesty drove to Hie Alexandria 
palace, the residence of the czarina. A 
few minutes later President Faure left 
the Peterhof palace and drove to the 
Alexandria palace In order to offer his 
homage to the czarina. A private 
luncheon at the Alexandria palace fol­ 
lowed.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 25.—From early 
ln the* morning there was a scene of 
great animation here and a steady flow 
of people toward th»* quays,where they

profusely decorated 
steamers to meet President Fa tire at 
Cronstadt. After a rainy night, fine 
weather prevailed. 
The streets of 
Peterhof were crowded from early 
morning and were gay xvltli court 
equipages which were constantly dash­ 
ing through them with richly attired 
personages, who were on their way to 
the landing stage, which was gor­ 
geously decorated for the occasion. 
At 0 o’clock in the morning a sema­ 
phore message announced that the 
French squadron was thirteen miles 
distant, nnd a cossack was immediate­ 
ly despatched to convey the* news to 
the czar nt the Peterhof palace. An­ 
other and similar dispatch soon fol­ 
lowed from Cronstadt. and then the 
czar emerged from the palace, en­ 
tered a carriage* drawn by two gray 
horses, and drove to the landing stag»*. 
II»* conversed in French with various 
personages for. a few' minutes, and 
then the imperial party embarked 011 
board the* Alexandria. ’The Grand 
Duke Alexis, the high admiral of Rus­ 
sia and uncle* of the c zar, on board the 
Hisstrola.proceeded atiead. The Grand 
Duke Alexis went alongside the Po- 
thuau, on board of which was 
French president, and welcomed 
latter to Russia in the name of 
cz.a r. 
A large* fleet of pleasure steamers 
had by that time assembled in the 
roads,and the* most Intense* enthusiasm 
was manifested when the Grand Duke 
Alexis and President Fa 11 re left the 
Pothunii and proceeded to the Alexan­ 
dria. The czar awaited the president 
nt the top of the Alexandria’s gnng- 
xvay, and the moment M. Faure set 
foot on the deck of the Imperial yacht 
warm embraces xvere exchanged be­ 
tween the czar and the president, 
which were the signal for a storm of 
cheering, waving of handkerchiefs and 
other marks of popular enthusiasm. 
The sailors manned a ship at the same 
time nnd gave the regulation cheers 
for the czar and his guest. When the 
Imperial yacht was safely moored 
alongside the Jetty, the French presi­ 
dent was the first to hind, and tlie 
band of tin* imperial gaurd struck up 
the “Marseillaise." The czar followed 
M. Faure ashore, and Immediately pre­ 
sented his guest to tlu* grand dukes. 
The route to the palace was lined 
with troops and 1k*1iíii<1 the soldiers 
were massed enthusiastic croxvels of 
people who were frantic In their ac­ 
clamations. 
Upon arriving nt the 
Peterhof palace the czar presented 
President Faure to the various court 
officials, and then entering a carriage 
his majesty drove to the Alexandria 
palace, tlu* residence of the czarina. A 
few minutes later President Faure left 
the Peterhof palace and drove to the 
Alexandria palace in order to offer his 
homage to tlu* czarina. A private 
luncheon at the Alexandria palace fol­ 
lowed. 
During the afternoon the 
French president visited tlu* Russian 
grand dukes.

Judges, by 
the usual pattern of power ami play­ 
ing the role of tyrants, have violated 
the constitution, abrogated the right of 
trial by jury, forbidden free speech, 
suppressed peaceable assemblage and 
transformed our republic* into au ab­ 
solute elespotisin.

It looked at the opening of the day’s 
business in wheat and for fifteen min­ 
utes after as if bedlam had been per­ 
manently established on the board of 
trade, but the frenzy abated somewhat 
at the end of that time.

pool market again set the pace for the 
first dash by opening excited at from 
4d to 4 l-2d per cental higher than it 
closed Saturday.

Lagos, West Const cf Africa, Aug. 23 
—The king of Benin, who surrendered 
on Aug. 5 to the British authorities, 
after wandering in the bush sine* the 
capture of Benin City by the British In 
February last, as a result of the massa­ 
cre of nil unarmed expedition under 
Consul Phillips,entered Benin City pre 
ceded by a messenger bearing a white 
flag and followed by 800 unarmed men, 
ten chiefs, twenty wives, and a reed 
baud playing native music. On Aug. 7 
the acting political residents received 
the king’s obeisance In front of the pal­ 
aver house. 
The 
king was covered 
with coral ornaments and his arms 
were supports! on each side by na­ 
tives. 
About 400 naked natives and 
many chiefs gathered about the king. 
The latter at first expressed a desire to 
make b’s submission privately to the 
president, hut tin* British representa­ 
tives refused, and the king, after hav­ 
ing consulted with his chiefs, rn ole an 
obeisance, rubbing his forehead three 
times upon the ground. Ten of Ids 
most important chiefs did the same, 
aud the ceremony was concluded. 


R IO T AMONG NEGROES.

It is said that nearly or quite all the 
negroes In the camp are armed with re­ 
volvers and razors and are generally a 
lawless set of men. There was several 
lights and the whole was climaxed by 
a general fight in which ten shooters 
engaged. 
A negro called “Rags” was 
shot in the head and a nunilior of oth­ 
ers received allots and razor wounds 
which were dressed by themselves or 
friends after the battle was over. 


T e r r ib le S ta te o f Affair* In 
D a k o ta S e ttle m e n t. 
ti rn nd 
Forks, N. I)., Special.—Dr. 
Platen, state superintendent of health, 
has returend from Emmons* and Mc­ 
Intosh counties, in the southwestern 
part of the state, on the Missouri river, 
where a serious epidemic of diphtheria 
lias raged among the settlers, chiefly 
Russian 
Immigrants. The disease is 
now under control, though it was with 
the greatest difficulty that the state su­ 
perintendent and his assistants so far 
succeeded in combatting the customs 
of tile people as to give them the very 
slightest opportunity at the disease. 
The locality is far from any railroad, 
and Dr. Platen had to drive 170 miles 
to reach the most distant points in the 
Infected district. 
The number of deaths, all within 
three weeks, was tlilrty-nine. The 
number of cases is estimated at nearly 
300. The disease was brought into tile 
neighborhood through ii family of Rus­ 
sian immigrants who came by way of 
Aberdeen. 
Had tile inhabitants been 
allowed to continue in their own ways, 
all the children would probably have 
eventually fallen prey to the disease. 
A feature of tile epidemic that has 
made It ditficult for tile hoard of health 
to combat the disease Is the apparent 
Indifference of the people. 
They are 
fatalists, ami have no use whatever 1’yr 
doctors, and there is not a physician in 
either McIntosh or Kmmons counties, 
witli an aggregate population of about 
5.090 and an area of 2,500 square miles. 
The stnti* superintendent sent physi­ 
cians among them, however, and by es­ 
tablishing quarantines and heroic ef­ 
forts otherwise, and impeded in every 
way by the ignorant anti superstitious 
settlers, the disease was prevented 
from spreading further. 
The two cases of leprosy recently 
discovered in Walsh county will be 
isolated. The older of the two unfor­ 
tunate victims is about 45 years t>f age 
and has a wife and six children. 
Ile 
has had the disease now about four 
years. The other victim, a young man 
of 25 years, had had symptoms of tin* 
disease only about a year. The cases 
in this country are all foreigners, aud 
there Is no case on record where the 
discase lins been transmitted by con­ 
tact with any one in this country.

HUMILIATED KING. 


H im of B enin S u rre n d e rs a n d M akes 
His O belsanee. 
Lagos, W est Coast < f Africa, Aug. 23. 
—T he king of Benin, w ho surrendered 
on 
Aug. 5 to the British 
authorities, 
a fte r w am W ing in the bush sine» the 
capture of Benin City by th e British in 
February last, as a result of the massa­ 
cre of an unarm ed expedition under 
Consul Phillips,entered Benin City pre­ 
ceded by a messenger bearing a white 
flag and followed by 890 unarm ed men, 
ten chiefs, tw enty wives, and a reed 
band playing native music. On Aug. 7 
the acting political 
residents received 
the king’s obeisance In front of the pal­ 
aver house. 
T he 
king w as covered 
w ith 
coral ornam ents and Ids 
arm s 
were sup p o rt'd on eobh side by na­ 
il ves. 
About 400 naked natives and 
many chiefs gathered about the king. 
Tlx* latter a t first expressed a desire to 
make his submission privately ’o the 
president, hut the British representa­ 
tive* refused, and the king, after hav­ 
ing consulted w ith his chiefs, made an 
obeisance, rubbing his forehead three 
times upon 
the 
ground. 
T en oÍ Ida 
most im portant chiefs did the same, 
and the ceremony w as concluded. 


RIOT AMONG NEGROES. 


T e r rib le F lv litln tr In W h ich R evolv­ 
e rs in«l H aso rs P la y a P a rt. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 23.—Unity, 
a 
cam p of negroe w orkm en employed In 
building the new Pittsburg Bessemer & 
Lake Erie railroad, is keeping up its 
reputation for riot and bloodshed. To­ 
night conies the report from there of a 
small-sized riot and thre or four indi­ 
vidual fight», during the progress of 
which one m an w as fatally shot and In­ 
num erable woumls infllctisl on other». 
It 1» anid th a t nearly or quite all the 
negroes in the cam p are armed with re­ 
volvers and razors and are generally a 
lawless set of men. T here w as several 
lights and the wdiole was climaxed by 
a general fight in which ten shooters 
engaged. 
A negro called “Hags” w’as 
shot in the head and a numl>er of oth­ 
ers received shots and razor wounds 
w hich were dressed by themselves or 
friends after the battle w as over. 


T e rrib le S late of Affairs In m, Worth 
D a k o ta S ettlem ent. 
G rand 
Forks, N. !>., Special.—Dr. 
Platen, state superintendent of health, 
has returend from E m m ons-and Mc­ 
Intosh counties, m the southw estern 
part of the state, on the Missouri river, 
w here a serious epidemic of diphtheria 
has raged am ong th e settlers, chiefly 
Russian 
Immigrants. 
T he disease is 
now under control, though it was with 
the greatest difficulty th at the state su­ 
perintendent and his assistants so far 
succeeded in com batting the customs 
of the people as to give them the very , 
slightest 
opportunity at the 
disease, 
j 
The locality Is far from any railroad, 1 
and Dr. P laten had to drive 170 miles 
to reach the m ost distant points in the 
Infected district. 
T he num ber of deaths, all w ithin j 
three 
weeks, 
w as 
thirty-nine. 
T he 
j 
num ber of cases is estim ated at nearly 
300. T he disease was brought into the 
neighborhood through a family of R us­ 
sian im m igrants who cam e by w ay of 
Aberdeen. 
H ad the inhabitants been 
allowed to continue in their ow n ways, 
all the children would probably have 
eventually fallen prey to the disease. 
A feature of the epidemic th at has 
m ade It difficult for tin* board of health 
to comba, the disease is the apparent 
Indifference of the people. 
They are 
fatalists, and have no use w hatever l’yr 
doctors, and there is not a physician in 
either McIntosh or Em m ons counties, 
w ith an aggregate population of about 
5.000 and an area of 2,500 square miles. 
The state superintendent sent physi­ 
cians am ong them, however, and by es­ 
tablishing qua rant lues and heroic e f­ 
forts otherwise, and impeded In every 
w ay by the ignorant and superstitious 
settlers, the 
disease 
w as 
prevented 
from spreading farther. 
The tw o cases of leprosy recently 
discovered in W alsh county will be 
Isolated. 
The older of the tw’o unfor­ 
tu n ate victims Is about 45 years 'o t age 
and has a wife and six children, 
lie 
has hud the disease now about four 
years. The other victim, a young m an 
of 25 years, had had symptoms of the 
disease only about a year. 
The cases 
in this couutry are all foreigners, and 
there is no ease 011 record w here the 
disease lias been transm itted by con­ 
tact w ith any one in this country.

Tho 
mints of India wore closed against 
silver in 1893, when according to the 
Journal wheat and silver parted com­ 
pany, and yet last fall, three years af­ 
terward, it continually preached that 
idea, hoping to fool tho farmor vote 
into supporting free silver. The farm­ 
or now knows as the price of wheat 
soars skyward and silver is shrinking 
out of sight, that thoro is no connec­ 
tion whatever between them, aud free 
silver demagogues will not be able to 
fool them again.__________ 


There appears to bo a certain exul­ 
tation at timos in tho comment on the 
decline of silver, says tho Minneapo­ 
lis Journal. It must bo the natural 
satisfaction of the sound money advo­ 
cates in seeing their predictions more 
than verified, and not any gratifica­ 
tion over tho decline in tho price of 
silver for its own sako. 
Silver is an 
American product. This country ih 
tho largest producer of silver in the 
world, and from a purely business 
standpoint we have nothing to gain 
by tho decline in the price of silver; 
on the contrary much to loso. People 
who seem to exult over tho decline in 
silver have probably not taken this 
act in consideration. It is perfectly 
natural to rejoice over our escape 
rom slumping onto the silvor basis, 
jut we need not lose sight of tho fact 
hat we havo more silver to sell than 
anybody else, and should naturally be 
moro interested in maintaining its 
mce. And this is the principal rea­ 
son why tho D i s p a t c h , in common 
with nearly all other republicans, de­ 
sires an international agreement.

With wheat selling at $1 or more a 
bushel, prosperity must come to the 
farming communities and when the 
farmers attain prosperity there is no 
question as to tho effect upon the rest 
of the people.

It is the foreign demand which 
is responsible for the remarkable ad­ 
vance, and if all tho reports which 
come across the water are true, it will 
not be surprising to see still moro sen­ 
sational advances— Duluth Herald.

Between our rocky perch and In­ 
spiration Point, which stands well out 
into tho canyon an absolute precipice 
and almost aloof from the main wall, 
the forest pushes half way down to the 
river. Its dark green intensifies the 
vivid walls on each side of it. 
It also shelters numbers of deer, 
that can beseen if one wishes to climb 
down into it. 
The pinnacles of rock below us are 
used by the eagles for nesting pur­ 
poses. Their nests can be seen, as can 
also the young eagles.”

The soil should be plowed as 
deeply as possible, and it is also of 
great advantage to subsoil it.

will give a deep bed of loose soil, 
which will retain moisture much bet­ 
ter and keep cooler than when plowed 
is ordinarily. 
Tho plants should be 
set six feet apart each way. After or 
before the plants are set I prepare 
posts, each eight or ten feet long, of 
some lasting timber; these are set in 
the ground two feet deep, and ten or

and we are not all endowed with suf­ 
ficient muscular strength and endur­ 
ance so as to wage a successful contest 
In that way, nor is It always desirable 
to abandon a cow of superior merits as 
a milker though she 
kicks. 
So 
we 
have tried a more reasonable way and 
one that can be done by the wreaker 
person ”hs well as the stronger. 
And 
with us it has never failed, though we 
have taken some most refractory ani­ 
mals to subdue. Man’s ability to sub­ 
due, control and make subservient to 
his will the lower animals is not vest­ 
ed in his superior strength of muscle 
hut in his mental power. 
And first 
of all if he would control these ani­ 
mals to his greatest benefit he must 
control himself. 
I dislike very much 
the term generally used “breaking a 
horse to work,” or “a cow to milk.” 
It should be “teaching” them to do or 
permit to be done to 
them 
certain 
things. 
Who would speak of “break­ 
ing” a child to read or spell or to play 
the organ; and certainly if we have 
to teach these children that are 
en­ 
dowed 
with 
human 
intellects, how I 
much more necessary for us to use 
reason and patience 
with 
the dumb 
animals that are placed under our care 
and for our use and benefit. 
How to do it—first of all be sure 
you can control yourself. If you yield 
to bad temper you have failed in the 
first principle and all you may do af­ 
terward will be 
largely 
unavailing. 
Arm yourself, 
therefore, 
with 
self­ 
control and patience and you are ready 
to undertake the teaching of an ani­ 
mal, and not until then. 
All that is 
required besides is 
a 
common cow- 
leader with ten feet of light rope at­ 
tached. 
It is presumed that the cow 
is in the cow-barn, either in stanchions 
or 
tied 
by a halter, and 
that 
she 
is a heifer never milked before or a 
confirmed 
kicker. 
Place 
the right 
hand gently upon the back of the cow 
and gently rub the side with the left, 
gradually working 
the 
hand 
back­ 
ward until the udder is reached and 
handle it gently. If It be a heifer she 
will likely move or lift the foot. 
If 
the foot be lifted without her showing 
desire to kick place the hand firmly 
against the leg until she sets the foot 
down, then proceed as before until she 
is willing to let you handle her freely 
and has gained confidence in you that 
you do not intend to hurt her. 
But 
if she show’s resentment when you rub 
her side or udder, repeat the effort only 
a second time, then gently step from 
her side, take the leader and place it 
in the nose; avoid every appearance of 
harshness, whatever 
you 
do, 
do it 
gently if you wish to succeed. 
Then 
holding the rope in the right hand and 
placing the hand on the back as be­ 
fore, begin to rub the side, flank and 
udder as before and as soon as she 
resents 
your caressing 
give her 
a 
gentle reminder by a little jerk of the 
rope. 
I cannot caution you too much 
in this, not to use harshness. 
Each 
time she lifts the foot on account 
of 
you rubbing the flank or udder give 
her a reminder by gently jerking the 
rope. By simply doing as I have told 
you I have never failed to be able to 
sit down to and milk in ten minutes the 
worst kicker that has ever come to 
me. But do not think that one lesson 
is enough. 
A few times will‘ be all 
that will be required for a heifer. But 
a confirmed kicker will need the strap 
put on her for some days, and for the 
first few days repeat the lesson be­ 
fore sitting down to milk. And always 
keep the rope lying across the knees 
while milking so 
that In 
case 
she 
would move in the least you can re­ 
mind her that she is required to stand 
still. 
A cow that has acquired 
the 
• habit of 
kicking 
will 
often not bo 
willing to allow another person to milk 
her besides the one who has taught 
ber to stand still, so that it is well 
when making a change In milkers to 
use the snap for a time or two until 
she becomes accustomed to the new 
hand. 
There are some persons 
who 
grasp the teat so harshly 
that 
few 
cows are willing to be milked by them. 
The heavier labors performed by men 
give them a harder grip, and we have 
seen cows that showed no dislike to 
be milked by a woman that would re­ 
sent it as soon as a man caught hold 
of the teat. 
Avoid harshness in any 
way lf you would have good milkers 
In your herd, and “teach” them what 
you require them to do.

AN OPEN LETTER 
To MOTHERS. 
A pplying M anure. 
We suppose that top-dressing with 
manure will endure as long as agricul­ 
ture exists. 
It seems to be the way 
that nature set about enriching the 
earth, and it Is doubtful if any better 
way can be found, taking all things as 
a whole. Of course, the Chinaman that 
cultivates but a quarter of an acre of 
land can apply and hoe under his ma­ 
nure, but that process is too Blow for 
moderns and Americans. The next best 
xray to apply manure is in the drill, 
but this has been thought to be too la­ 
borious till recent years, when a ma­ 
chine for Buch work has been perfect­ 
ed. 
Do not haul the manure out ami 
leave It on some place where It will 
leach away during the entire wlntei 
and spring till the time comes to put 
it on the land. 
Protect the 
manure 
carefully, or haul it out and spread it 
at once by a Kemp manure spreader. 
Then if It leaches it will leach lute 
the soil that it was Intended to ben­ 
efit. 
The loss from evaporation 
It 
nothing, as there is no heating, at leasl 
during the winter, of this 
perfectly 
spread manure. 
Were it put in im­ 
mense piles it would heat and destroy 
much of its own value by the time I 
was wanted in the spring. 
If it b( 
time to put it on the land and you 
wish to apply it directly to the row, II 
is better to adjust the parts of

Sand vetches have been grown at 
this station for several years, and have 
Invariably given a good yield of excel­ 
lent forage, whether sown alone or 
mixed with oats. 
The only serious 
obstacle to their extensive use as a 
hay or forage crop seems to be the high 
price of the seed and the fact that as 
yet xve have been unable to raise any 
seed, although the plants have grown 
very well and blossomed very freely. 
This failure to produce seed is not yet 
fully understood, but will be thorough­ 
ly investigated during the coming sea­ 
son. When mixed with oats, which ii 
the best way when the crop is to be 
z u t for hay, owing to the low, vine-like 
habit of the vetch, the seed should be 
mixed at the rate of two bushels of 
vetch to one bushel of oats, aud sown 
with a common seed drill, set to sow 
two and a half bushels of wheat, which 
will sow about 120 pounds of the mix­ 
ture per acre.—S. D. Exp.

T he K icking Cow. 
NDER the above 
heading 
I 
have 
seen in the differ­ 
ent farm papers 
various 
advices 
given. 
Some by 
tying in different 
ways, some by hu­ 
man strength and 
endurance until the 
cow yields to their 
superior strength, 
while 
others 
advise 
to 
aban­ 
don the animal and dispose of 
her. 
But as it is not always 
convenient to do an n mount of tying, 
and we are not all endowed with suf­ 
ficient muscular strength and endur­ 
ance so as to wage a successful contest 
in that way, nor is it always desirable 
to abandon a cow of superior merits as 
a milker though she kicks. So we 
have tried a more reasonable way and 
one that can be done by the weaker 
person Tis well as the stronger. And 
with us it has never failed, though we 
have taken some most refractory ani­ 
mals to subdue. Man’s ability to sub­ 
due, control and make subservient to 
his will the lower animals is not vest 
ed in his superior strength of muscle 
but in his mental power. And first 
of all if he would control these ani­ 
mals to his greatest benefit he must 
control himself. I dislike very much 
the term generally used “breaking a 
horse to work,” or "a cow to milk.” 
It should be “teaching” them to do or 
permit to be done to them certain 
things. Who would speak of “break 
ing” a child to read or spell or to play 
the organ; and certainly If we have 
to teach these children that are en­ 
dowed with human intellects, how 
much more necessary for us to use 
reason and patience with the dumb 
animals that are placed under our care 
and for our use and benefit. 
How to do it—first of all be sure 
you can control yourself. If you yield 
to bad temper you have failed in the 
first principle and all you may do af­ 
terward will be largely unavailing. 
Arm yourself, therefore, with self- 
control and patience and you are ready 
to undertake the teaching of an ani­ 
mal, and not until then. All that is 
required besides is a common cow- 
leader with ten feet of light rope at­ 
tached. It is presumed that the cow 
is in the cow-barn, either in stanchions 
or tied by a halter, and that she 
Is a heifer never milked before or a 
confirmed kicker. 
Place the right 
hand gently upon the back of the cow 
and gently rub the side with the left, 
gradually working the hand back­ 
ward until the udder is reached and 
handle it gently. If it be a heifer she 
will likely move or lift the foot. If 
the foot be lifted without her showing 
desire to kick place the hand firmly 
against the leg until she sets the foot 
down, then proceed as before until she 
is willing to let you handle her freely 
and has gained confidence in you that 
you do not intend to hurt her. But 
if she shows resentment when you rub 
her side or udder, repeat the effort only 
a second time, then gently step from 
her side, take the leader and place it 
in the nose; avoid every appearance of 
harshness, whatever you do, do it 
gently if you wish to succeed. Then 
holding the rope in the right hand and 
placing the hand on the back as be­ 
fore, begin to rub the side, fiank and 
udder as before and as soon as she 
resents your caressing give her a 
gentle reminder by a little jerk of the 
rope. I cannot caution you too much 
in this, not to use harshness. Each 
time she lifts the foot on account of 
you rubbing the flank or udder give 
her a reminder by gently Jerking the 
rope. By simply doing as I have told 
you I have never failed to be able to 
sit down to and milk in ten minutes the 
worst kicker that has ever come to 
me. But do not think that one lesson 
is enough. A few times will* be all 
that will be required for a heifer. But 
s confirmed kicker will need the strap 
put on her for some days, and for the 
first few days repeat the lesson be 
fore sitting down to milk. And always 
keep the rope lying across the knee 3 
while milking so that in case she 
would move in the least you can re 
mind her that she is required to stand 
still. A cow that has acquired the 
• habit of kicking will often not bo 
willing to allow another person to milk 
her besides the one who has taught 
her to stand still, so that it is well 
when making a change in milkers to 
use the snap for a time or two until 
she becomes accustomed to the new 
hand. There are some persons who 
grasp the teat so harshly that few 
cows are willing to be milked by them. 
The heavier labors performed by men 
give them a harder grip, and we have 
seen cows that showed no dislike to 
be milked by a woman that would re­ 
sent it as soon as a man caught hold 
of the teat. Avoid harshness in any 
way if you would have good milkers 
In your herd, and “teach” them what 
you require them to do.

The soil should be rich and deep, and 
(f possible a slope facing the north 
should be chosen. It should also be 
sufficiently removed from any tree to 
prevent the roots robbing the plants, 
says Martin Benson in Vick’s Maga- 
cine. The soil should be plowed as 
Seeply as possible, and it is also of 
great advantage to subsoil it. This 
will give a deep bed of loose soil, 
which will retain moisture much bet­ 
ter and keep cooler than when plowed 
is ordinarily. The plants should be 
set six feet apart each way. After or 
before the plants are set I prepare 
posts, each eight or ten feet long, of 
some lasting timber; these are set in 
the ground two feet deep, and ten or 
twelve feet apart each way, among 
the gooseberry bushes; pieces of tim­ 
ber are nailed from post to post, and 
an these are nailed slats or laths 
enough to make a half shade. This will 
furnish all the protection needed from 
the hot sun. and at the same time per­ 
mit of a free circulation of air. After 
this is done I mulch the entire surface 
of the ground to the depth of a foot 
with straw or other litter, placing it 
up close around the plants. This 
mulch must be placed on thick enough 
to keep down all weed growth, and 
each fall an additional amount should 
be placed over the old. If the soil Is 
rich to begin with and the mulching 
is attended to proparly, it will be years 
before the plants require fertilizing, 
but if needed it can easily be applied 
by using coarse, strawy manure for 
the mulching material. The soil if 
mulched as directed will always re 
main ccol and moist, and fruit in the 
greatest quantities will be produced.

Applying Manure 
We suppose that top-dressing with 
manure will endure as long as agricul­ 
ture exists. It seems to be the way 
that nature set about enriching the 
earth, and it is doubtful if any better 
way can be found, taking all things as 
a whole. Of course, the Chinaman that 
cultivates but a quarter of an acre ol 
land can apply and hoe under his ma­ 
nure, but that process is too slow foT 
moderns and Americans. The next best 
way to apply manure is in the drill, 
but this has been thought to be too la­ 
borious till recent years, when a ma­ 
chine for such work has been perfect 
ed. Do not haul the manure out ami 
leave it 
leach away during the entire wintei 
and spring till the time comes to put 
it on the land. Protect the manure 
carefully, or haul It out and spread it 
at once by a Kemp manure spreader 
Then if it leaches it will leach intc 
the soil that it was intended to ben 
eflt. The loss from evaporation U 
nothing, as there is no heating, at least 
during the winter, of this perfectly 
spread manure. Were it put in im 
mense piles it would heat and destroj 
much of its own value by the time i 
was wanted in the spring. If it be 
time to put it on the land and you 
wish to apply it directly to the row, it 
is better to adjust the parts of the 
Kemp spreader so the manure will b< 
dropped directly into the furrows 
which can be done by driving care­ 
fully.

This is the celebrated Roque­ 
fort cheese, which is largely exported 
and commands a very high price, bott 
at home and abroad. The ewes givi 
such an abundance of milk their lamb! 
get sufficiently well grown to be safelj 
weaned at two months old, leaving tht 
dam then to be milked for the purpose 
of making cheese.—The Dairy.

Run Away Swarms.—Every farmer 
who ha- not a colony of bees, should 
procure a good movable frame hive, 
ind have a strong, first swarm put into 
it.

A farmer living on the 
prairie, during the winter, lost all his 
bees; three colonies left the hives 
where they stood. Run away swarms 
aoon took possession of them, however, 
and made him much surplus honey; 
finally a fourth came, and he had much 
difficulty in preventing the bees going 
through a hole in the weather-board­ 
ing of tiie house.- Ex. 
Preserve the Forests.—Dr. Hopkins 
of the agricultural experiment station 
at Morgantown, W. Va., who has giv­ 
en the subject much study, says there 
is great danger of the early destruc­ 
tion of the Ohio as a navigable high­ 
way, and along with It the Potomac, 
James and Tennessee rivers. To save 
these rivers, representing 2,000 miles 
in the aggregate, it is necessary to 
save the forests in a small part of 
Pennsylvania and Maryland and a 
considerable part of West Virginia and 
Virginia. From the estimates given 
by Dr. Hopkins it appears that an 
area of about 1,000,000 acres should be 
reserved if we hope to save to poster­ 
ity these immensely valuable highways 
of commerce.—Ex. 
is the best plan to have cows calvt 
in October and November, as winter 
lairying Is most profitable. Cows corn­ 
ing fresh in the spring have their milk 
flow largely diminished by flies and hot 
weather, losing at least one month ol 
the milking season. Heifers should 
have their first calves when twenty-one 
to twenty-four months old.—Ex.

silver. 
Of course this explanation is 
absurd and untrue, and is only offered 
as an excuse for deceiving its readers 
last fall, as can be easily shown, 
i he 
mints of India wore closed against 
silver in 1833, when according to the 
Journal wheat and silver parted com­ 
pany, and yet last fall, three years af­ 
terward, it continually preached that 
idea, hoping to fool tho farmer vote 
into siipijortmg free silver. Tho farm- 
or now knows as the price of wheat 
soars skyward and silver is shrinking 
out of sight, that there is no connec­ 
tion whut» vor between them, and free 
silver demagogues will not be able to 
fool them again. 


There appears to be a certain exul­ 
tation at times in the comment on the 
decline of silver, says tho Minneapo­ 
lis Journal. 
It must bo the natural 
satisfaction of the sound money advo­ 
cates in seeing their predictions more 
than verified, and not any gratifica­ 
tion over tho decline in the price of 
silver for its own sake. 
Silver is an 
American product. 
This country is 
the largest producer of silver iu the 
world, and from a purely business 
standpoint we have nothing to gain 
by tho decline in the price of silver; 
on the contrary much to lose. People 
who seem to exult over the decline in 
silver have probably not taken this 
fact in consideration. 
It is perfectly 
natural to rejoice over our escape 
from slumping onto the Hilvor basis, 
but wo need not lose sight of tho fact 
that we have more silver to sell than 
anybody else, and should naturally be 
more interested iu maintaining its 
price. 
Ami this is the principal rea­ 
son why the D ispatch, in common 
with nearly all other republicans, de­ 
sires an international agreement.

It is agreeable to be assu red th a t as a 
general rule it is safe to plan to try 
the effect of pure w a te r upon a stain 
before 
using chemicals. 
Most 
fruit 
stains, for example, can he easily re­ 
moved by boiling the stained portion 
over a vesst 1 and pouring boiling water 
directly th ro u g h it. 
T h is is a much 
better m eth o d than s o a k in g the a r ­ 
ticle, as it prevents the stain from 
spreading. A nother way is to rub the 
stain wit it alcohol before p u ttin g it 
into water, and still a n o th e r is to a p ­ 
ply a little salts of lemon, letting it 
stand for a few hours, w h e n it should 
he washed off in clear water. This, by 
the way, is an excallent recipe for th? 
removal of ink spots, th o u g h in nil 
cases tlm stain will yield m ore readily 
to t r e a tm e n t if it lie ta k e n in hand as 
soon as it is made. Grass sta in s may 
be removed by rubbing w ith alcohol, 
and iron rust by im m ersion in a ho* 
solution of oxalic acid, followed by 
rinsing in am m o n ia water.

In order t h a t we 
m ay fully c o m p reh en d this ap p aren t 
motion, we will suppose the small cir­ 
cle in the center to be the e a rth which 
tu r n s a complete revolution on its a x n 
every tw en ty -fo u r h o u rs; it will now he 
an easy m a tte r to see how it is that 
the sun, planets a n d zodiac a p p e a r to 
rise in tlie east and set in the west. 
To illustrate still m ore clearly. 
nvc 
will suppose it is sunrise the 23d of 
September, 1897, we 
would th e n be 
s ta n d in g on the top of the circle; we 
look to w a rd s the east and see the sun 
rising in the first degree of the zo­ 
diacal sign Libra, therefore they both 
ap p e a r to be rising together; now ko*p 
the fact in m in d th a t the sun is s t a ­ 
tionary, an d tu rn the circle to w ard s 
the east one-fourtli the w ay a ro u n d ; it 
would now be about noon and th e sun 
and L ib ra would appear on the m eridian 
while we would be sta n d in g w ith our 
h eads poin tin g to the east side of the 
illustratio n ; we will now suppose we 
tu rn the circle so we would stan d with 
our h e a d s pointing to w ard s the n o rth 
side of th e illustration, and as we reacn 
th a t position th e sun ap p a re n tly sets 
in the west. 
If we now move to the 
position w here we will stand w ith our

dowed 
with 
human 
intellects, how 
much more necessary for us to use 
reason and patience 
with 
the dumb 
animals that are placed under our care 
and for our use and benefit. 
How to do it—first of all be sure 
you can control yourself. 
If you yield 
to bad temper you have failed in the 
first principle and all you may do af­ 
terward will be 
largely 
unavailing. 
Arm yourself, 
therefore, 
with 
self- 
control and patience and you are ready 
to undertake the teaching of an ani­ 
mal, and not until then. 
All that is 
required besides is 
a 
common cow- 
leader with ten feet of light rope at­ 
tached. 
It is presumed than the cow 
is in the cow-barn, either in stanchions 
or 
tied 
by a halter, and 
that 
she 
is a heifer never milked before or a 
confirmed 
kicker. 
Place 
the right 
hand gently upon the back of the cow 
and gently rub the side with the left, 
gradually working 
the 
hand 
back­ 
ward until the udder is reached and 
handle it gently. 
If it be a heifer she 
will likely move or lift the foot. 
If 
the foot be lifted without her showing 
desire to kick place the hand firmly 
against the leg until she sets the foot 
down, then proceed as before until she 
is willing to let you handle her freely 
and has gained confidence in you that 
you do not intend to hurt her. 
But 
if she shows resentment when you rub 
her side or udder, repeat the effort only 
a second time, then gently step from 
her side, take the leader and place it 
In the nose; avoid every appearance of 
harshness, whatever 
you 
do, 
do it 
gently if you wish to succeed. 
Then 
holding the rope in the right hand and 
placing the hand on the back as be­ 
fore, begin to rub the side, flank and 
udder as before and as soon as she 
resents 
your caressing 
give her 
a 
gentle reminder by a little jerk of the 
rope. 
I cannot caution you too much 
in this, not to use harshness. 
Each 
time she lifts the foot on account 
of 
you rubbing the flank or udder give 
her a reminder by gently jerking the 
rope. 
By simply doing as I have told 
you I have never failed to be able to 
eit down to and milk in ten minutes the 
worst kicker that has ever come to 
me. 
But do not think that one lesson 
is enough. 
A few times will * be all 
th at will be required for a heifer. 
But 
a confirmed kicker will need the strap 
put on her for some days, and for the 
first few days repeat the lesson be­ 
fore sitting down to milk. And always 
keep the rope lying across the knees 
while milking so 
that in 
case 
she 
would move in the least you can re­ 
mind her that she is required to stand 
still. 
A cow th at has acquired 
the 
habit of 
kicking 
will 
often not be 
willing to allow another person to milk 
her besides the one who has taught 
her to stand still, so that it is well 
when making a change in milkers to 
use the snap for a time or two until 
she becomes accustomed to the new 
hand. 
There are some 
persons 
who 
grasp the teat so harshly 
that 
few 
cows are willing to be milked by them. 
The heavier labors performed by men 
give them a harder grip, and we have 
seen cows that showed no dislike to 
be milked by a woman that would re­ 
gent it as soon as a man caught hold 
of the teat. 
Avoid harshness in any 
way if you would have good milkers 
in your herd, and “teach” them what 
you require them to do. 


S t a n d a r d T a r l c t i e * o f C h i c k e n * .

In shape a Leghorn cock should be 
graceful; body round and plump, broad 
at the shoulders and tapering toward 
the tail. 
The tail should be well bal­ 
anced on a fair length of shank and 
thigh; the length of leg giving the 
bird its sprightly and proud carriage.

with saddle rising in a sharp, concave 
sweep to the tail; tail, largo, full, car­ 
ried upright; the full, flowing tail, and 
long, well-curved sickles are character­ 
istics of the bird that are much thought 
of. 
The wing is long, well folded, and 
tightly carried. 
Hackle 
and 
saddle 
feathers, long and abundant and flow­ 
ing well over the shoulder and saddle. 
The logs are bright yellow in color and 
free from feathers; toes also yellow, 
but a dark shade on the same is al­ 
lowable. The head is the prettiest por­ 
tion of the bird, being short and deep, 
yellow beak, full, bright-red eyes, and 
bright-red face. 
The comb is single, 
of medium size, perfectly straight and 
upright upon the head, free from side 
sprigs, deeply serrated with five or six 
points, and bright-red in color. 
The 
comb should extend well back over the 
head, with no tendency to follow the 
shape of the neck. 
Earlobes, white, 
or creamy white. 
The Leghorn lien in 
many respecta resembles the cock, ex­ 
cepting carriage of comb and sexual 
differences, 
in shape and carriage Uae 
lien is even more graceful and spright­ 
ly than the cock, very close in feather, 
and rather small in body, though seme-

in a limp manner, or so as to obscure 
the sight. 
Legs, comb and face are the 
samo color as in male, but earlobe is 
much smaller and mere round in shape 
There are six standard varieties 
ol 
Leghorn: 
Black, Brown, Buff, Domi­ 
nique, Silver Duckwing and White. The 
Black Leghorn is a popular bird, and 
a favorite with those who are pa: in’ 
to their color of plumage. 
The U. .ck 
leghorn Is mistaken by many for the 
Black Minorca, but is, however, quite 
different in type. 
The Minorca is lar­ 
ger in size, has a longer body, largei 
comb, and dark slate or nearly blacli 
shanks and toes. 
The plumage of the 
Black Leghorn is a rich glossy black 
throughout. 
Comb, face and wattles 
bright red; earlobes white; and shankt 
yellow, or yellowish black. The Browr 
Leghorn is one of the prettiest, as wcl 
as tho most bred of the Leghorn varie 
ties. It is the most difficult of them al 
to breed to feather. They have merltec 
the confidence of poultry lovers for t 
long time and their hardy constitution* 
have thwarted rough usage and pro­ 
miscuous Interbreeding to efface theii 
characteristics. They are a fixed breec 
and their merits are noticeable fron

Fowls 
Out 
of 
Condition.—During 
very warm weather bowel disease put* 
in an appearance and debilitates the 
members of the flock. 
The first thing 
to do is to allow no food whatever un 
less it is a teaspoonful of powdered cin­ 
namon in a pint of milk for 
twentj 
fowls. Be sure to secure the pure arti­ 
cle, as cinnamon is often adulterated 
A teaspoonful of tincture of mix vom­ 
ica in a quart of drinking water ma> 
also be allowed, but be careful to givt 
no food. 
When the hens cease 1 lying 
and get out of condition the resort if 
sometimes had to egg foods and con­ 
dition powders, which may be just tin 
things to be avoided. 
Egg foods anc 
condition powders have their places 
they may be beneficial where the flocl 
is lacking in hardiness and health, but 
the best course to pursue is to gi\e in 
medicine 
or 
stimulants 
to 
healthy 
fowls, as they do not require them.- 
Ex. 


A Great Sheep Dairy.— In the district 
of Roquefort, France, there is a cheest 
factory which uses the milk of sorm 
250,000 sheep, turning out, during the 
season, from 3,000 to

cheese. 
This is the celebrated Roque­ 
fort cheese, which is largely exported 
and commands a very high price, bott 
at home and abroad. 
The ewes giv« 
such an abundance of milk their lamb* 
get sufficiently well grown to be safelj 
weaned at two months old, leaving the 
dam then to be milked for the purpose 
of making cheese.—The Dairy.

The soil should be rich and deep, and 
! tf possible a slope facing the north 
j should be chosen. 
It should also be 
sufficiently removed from any tree to 
prevent the roots robbing the plants, 
j says Martin Benson in Vick’s Maga­ 
zine. 
The soil should be plowed as 
deeply as possible, and it is also of 
?reat advantage to subsoil it. 
This 
will give a deQp bed of loose soil, 
which will retain moisture much bet­ 
ter and keep cooler than when plowed 
is ordinarily. 
The plants should be 
set six feet apart each way. 
After or 
before the plants are set I prepare 
posts, each eight or ten feet long, of 
some lasting timber; these are set in 
the ground two feet deep, and ten or 
twelve feet apart each way, among 
the gooseberry bushes; pieces of tim ­ 
ber are nailed from post to post, and 
on these are nailed 
slats 
or laths 
?nough to make a half shade. This will 
furnish all the protection needed from 
the hot sun, and at tin1 same time per­ 
mit of a free circulation of air. 
After 
this is done 1 mulch the entire surface 
of the ground to the depth of a foot 
with straw or other litter, placing it 
up close around 
the 
plants. 
This 
mulch must be placed on thick enough 
to keep down all weed growth, and 
each fall an additional amount should 
be placed over the old. 
If the soil Is 
rich to begin with and the mulching 
is attended to properly, it will be years 
before the plants require fertilizing, 
but if needed it can easily be applied 
by using coarse, strawy manure for 
the mulching 
material. 
The 
soil 
if 
mulched as directed will always re­ 
main ccol and moist, and fruit in the 
greatest quantities will be produced. 


A p p l y i n g Manurt*. 
We suppose that top-dressing with 
manure will endure as long as agricul­ 
ture exists. 
It seems to be the way 
that nature set about enriching the 
earth, and it is doubtful if any better 
way can be found, taking all things as 
a whole. Of course, the Chinaman that 
cultivates but a quarter of an acre of 
land can apply and hoe under his m a­ 
nure, but that process Is too slow for 
moderns ami Americans. The next best 
way to apply manure is in the drill, 
but this has been thought to be too la­ 
borious till recent years, when a ma­ 
chine for such work has been perfect­ 
ed. 
Do not haul the manure out and 
leave It on some place where it will 
leach away during the entire winter 
and spring till the time conies to put 
it on the land. 
Brotect the 
manure 
carefully, or haul it out and spread it 
at once by a Kernp manure spreader. 
Then if it leaches it will leach Intc 
the soil that it was intended to ben­ 
efit. 
The loss from evaporation 
1* 
nothing, as then* is no heating, at least 
during the winter, of 
this 
perfectly 
spread manure. 
Were it put in im­ 
mense piles it would heat and destroj 
much of its own value by the time 1 
was wanted in the spring. 
If it bf 
time to put it on the land and you 
wish to apply it directly to the row, it 
is better to adjust the parts 
of 
the 
Kemp spreader so the manure will be 
dropped 
directly 
into 
the 
furrows 
which can be done by driving care­ 
fully. 


H a n d Vetch***. 
Sand vetches have been grown at 
this station for several years, and have 
Invariably given a good yield of excel­ 
lent forage, whether sown alone or 
mixed with oats. 
The only serious 
obstacle to their extensive use as a 
hay or forage crop seems to be the high 
price of the seed and the fact that as 
yet we have been unable to raise any 
seed, although the plants have grown 
very well and blossomed very freely. 
This failure to produce seed Is not yet 
fully understood, but will be thorough­ 
ly investigated during the coming sea- 


3011. 
When mixed with oats, which if 
the best way when the crop is to be 
2Ut for hay, owing to the low, vine-like 
habit of the vetch, the seed should be 
mixed at the rate of two bushels of 
vetch to one bushel of oats, and sown 
with a common seed drill, set to sow 
two and a half bushels of wh<-at, which 
will sow about 120 pounds of the mix­ 
ture per acre.— S. D. Exp. Station.

Preserve the F o r e s t s —Dr. Hopkins 
of the agricultural experiment station 
at Morgantown, W. Va., who lias giv­ 
en the subject much study, says there 
is great danger of the early destruc­ 
tion of the Ohio as a navigable high­ 
way, and along with it the Potomac, 
James and Tennessee rivers. 
To save 
these rivers, representing 2,000 miles 
in the aggregate, it is necessary to 
save the forests ir. a small part 
of 
Pennsylvania and 
Maryland

considerable part of West Virginia and 
Virginia. 
From the estimates given
